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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): 35 USC 102(b) rejection of claims 1-17 based on Applicant's 
own admission. 

Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. The 
112, first paragrah rejections are maintained because the specific algorithm(s) used by the Applicant are not disclosed in the 
specification, and would require undue experimentation for one of ordinary skill in the art to derive in the claimed invention. 

The 103(a) rejections are maintained because Examiner finds Applicant's arguments to be unpersuasive. Applicants argue that Gieras 
does not describe the intention of placing the phase belt so it is optimal with respect to keybars (see p.5, After Final Amendment). 
Examiner finds this to be inherent in the teaching of "... electromagnetic testing of stator cores as well as high-voltage testing of stator 
bars on a daily basis as they were being installed." Examiner does not find it plausible that the testing was performed in order to find 
sub-optimal locations. Moreover, Electromagnetic and high-voltage testing does not correspond to Applicant's interpretation of testing for 
mechanical instability (see p.4, After Final Amendment). 

Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant requested clarification (see p.3, After Final Amendment) of para.42 of the Final Office Action. That 
paragraph in the Final Office action referred to "metes and bounds" in order to clarify that due to applicant's own admission, a reference 
that teaches physical testing, without a computer or computer software, also reads on the claims in the instant application.
